How long have you been 
making zines? Who are

I’ve made personal zines 
since high school. I’ve made 
a zine dedicated to Bay Area 
Street art since the late 90’s 
called Colour of Shadow.

and then the zine came out in 2000. My favorite artists within those pages are Kinsey, 
Mars, Bigfoot, Plantrees, Warned, Evolv, Ahoy, Heart, Does, Nome, Pez, Wonk, Chubs, 
Kids, 136, AKO, Safety Ist, Ras Terms, Starpig, 


How did you get into street art? 

There was this movie called TURK 182. If you love this shit, go watch that movie. He 
was trying to get a message out and it wasn’t about the medium- posters, spray paint, 
whatever. It was about imagination and impact. He already showed how far you can take 
this public interaction thing. That got my imagination going but I didn’t really act on it 
just yet. 

From °98 on I was spending a lot of time in the Mission and was seeing Heart, Ahoy, 
grace, Emuse, scam punx, Does, Warned, evolv, Bigfoot, MSA, Social Disease and 
others. At that time I was just doing the crude face moniker, posters, drawing on the street 
like I was doodling in a bathroom stall and raaaaandom stickers. | was making just weird 
one-offs and was never putting my name on anything. A lot of random thoughts back 
then. Folks didn’t put their name on everything, they just did shit. You can tell by their 
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| 
subject matter and style. It was just fun stupid shit to do while walking to a friend’s house | | 
or a bar.And like any good obsession it grew. | | 


What first brought you into the world of sticker art? 
Right off the bat I was into posters and stickers. And about 7 years ago I bought a huge i | 
lot of stickers for about $30 that’s lasted me to this | | 
day. When you got thousand count rolls of stickers 
by the crate laying around it kind of overshadows 
the rest. I rarely work on stencils... but it’s getting 
cold so.... | touch a can about once a month. | 
may tag when I get bored but I’m addicted to the 
crack and peel. Plus you can do anything on that 
surface. 
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I see your swan everywhere. 

How did you come up with it? 

I was doing one lines based on Camille Rose Garcia’s 
swan and then after a while cartooned it out to a duck. 
The only reason it’s up so much is because it’s quick 
and my hand has it memorized up and down so I can 
bust it completely drunk. 


What sets you apart 
from the crowd? 

I don’t just go for the 
popular spots. I like to have folks 

in no-mans land going, “Are you serious. Here too!” I’m rough 
and smooth. | use high-end methods to rock a lowbrow look.

Where does your creativity come from? 

Good question, I don't know, if I had to pin it down I guess boredom. I 
can't really just sit down and do nothing for to long. got to do something 
to pass the time, so I might as well draw some stickers when I'm watching 
tv or whatever. 


How did you get into street art? Well i started doing more traditional 
"hip hop graffiti or tag graffiti", tagging and bombing, shit like that. I 
did letters and characters. I think there is a difference between the two; 
Street Art and traditional Graf. More rules more taboos in traditional Graf 
these days, street art seems more free to me. Its more about doing things 
not about how you are doing it. Most traditional graf kids think the total 
opposite and get hung up on how things are made in "street art". I get 

the idea from these kids, that if you ain't using spray paint it ain't graffiti. 
For me both are graffiti but I have a pretty broad definition of graf which 
is; Graffiti is to force your art onto 

the public. It is a public expression 
without being given permission to do 
so. So using that definition a kid break 
dancing on the sidewalk is graffiti. 
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I personaly limit myself to more visual forms 
of graffiti. But I really don't limit what Graffiti 
can be, I may not like it, I may not do it myself 
but it still can be graffiti. To answer your 
original question, I wanted people to see my 
art work and have some fun doing it. 


What first brought you into the world 
of sticker art? 

It was sticker by day and tag and paint at 
night. It was an all-day thing when i was 
younger. Now I'm old, stickers and paste are 
more my pace | don't have the time or the will 
to run around till the break of dawn, I like to 
get to bed by 2 am these days. 


Do you prefer hand drawn 

or vinyl stickers? 

I like both equally, I draw stickers to keep 
in practice. When I get.a good design then 
I make it into a vinyl sticker or a poster. 
Vinyl stickers are dope because they 
weather better then the paper ones do. 


What sets you apart from the crowd? 
Screen printing two color poster for the 
streets. Soon I will do 3 to 4 colors. Thats 
not really being done here in the bay. 
Being done in other parts of the world like 
LA but not here. I’m trying to get 
my whole crew down with it. 


What has been keeping you busy? 
My comic book, stickers and the buff. 
More screen prints more comics, more 
beer less work.

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What first brought you into the world of sticker 
art? 

There is something about stickers. For example, 
you give a child some stickers and your rear car 
window ends up full of them, your hallway walls,

' the sticker world now that I’m older. 
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Do you prefer hand drawn or vinyl stickers? 

| rather hand draw, but | do both. With hand 
drawn stickers each are different. It gives each 
sticker its own character (when the sticker is 
hand drawn). 


Have you done any collabs with anyone? Who 
was your favorite? I’ve done collabs with a lot 
of people. Each artist had a vibe that drew me 
to their work. In the sticker world, | would say 
Deadeyes and Safety First. 


Have you ever shown in galleries or shows? 
Yes. I’ve shown from the Smithsonian all the way to little cafes in the hood. I'll show 
wherever | can hang some work. 


What do you think the future of street art is? 

| think it’s the last form of free expression and free speech. Personally, | want to 
see it grow into every walk of life from the streets to galleries, back to the streets, 
everywhere. With all types of races, ages and creeds doing their thing. It will grow.
